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City Going on 
With Plan to 
Curb Welfare 


NEWBURGH. N.Y. (AP> — Be- 


neath Hie spotlight of national al- 
Icntion, this Hudson River com- 
munity embarks Saturday on a 
stiff crackdown on welfare recip- 
ients. 


The objective i.s to sweep the 


mounting relief rolls clear of chis- 
clcrs. But critics fear that many 
ji*3 innocent person may suffer. 


Al slwkc i.s a principle of great 


importance to nearly every city 
in the land—Ihe right of a munic- 
ipality to regulate its own affairs, 
even'though it accepts federal and 
stale funds in support of some of 
its programs. The principle is one 
of home rule. 


Behind the furor over welfare 


jn Ncwburgh stands Joseph Milch- 
clL who became cily manager 
Here lasl October. Here is what 
he found in this city of 31,000 
population: 


Welfare costs have increased 


every year in 
the past decade, 


although the cily lost population 
and taxpayers during the period. 


The cily's welfare expenses had 


grown lo $!IB3,OB5 annually—larger 
than the combined cosl of police 
and fire protection—oul of a tolal 
Kfdgct of $3 million a year. One 
of every 20 residents of 
Ncw- 


burgh was receiving city welfare 
aid of some sort. 


In 1950, almost two-thirds of the 


relief 
clients were while. Lasl 


year, more than two-thirds were 
Negro. The 
white population of 


Newburgh during the decade de- 
clined by 13.fi per cent, while the 
number of nonwhilcs increased 
151.4 per cent. 
'™A citizens committee appointed 
by the Cily Council said Ibe in- 
creasing Negro population result- 
ed from an influx of migratory 
workers, with their families 
and 


relatives, mostly from the South. 
The committee said New York 
Stale, if nol Ncwburgh itself, has 
gained a reputation in the Soulh 
as a welfare haven for emigrants.

The Board of City Directors urge all interested citi- 


zens to attend the public hearing on proposed sewer rates 
set for 2:30 p.m., Monday, July 17th at the City Hall. 


The problem confronting Hope at this time is the 


replacement of a large part of the trunk lines in the old 
system, which have been in service for about 50 years. 
The present condition of the sewer mains is not so much 
due to the age as to the shifting soil in a large part of the 
city. 


The many sewer line stoppages which back sewage 


up into the user's premises and often flows out on the 
streets is the result of lines that have been crushed by the 
shifting soil. Repairing these breaks is expensive besides 
being a nuisance to the user and a health hazard 
to the community. Repair jobs are never permanent be- 
cause when a line is uncovered to repair a break, the 
other pipe in the line is so badly crushed that it often 
caves in from the digging necessary to repair the break in 
the line. 


The proposed replacements can be made with better 


materials than was available at the time the original sy- 
stem was built and should be able to withstand more pres- 
sure and give even longer life than the mains now being 
replaced. 


Last year the city obtained federal money to pay for 


a complete engineering study of the old system of mains. 
Based on this engineering study, it is estimated that the 


lines needing immediate replacement will cost $210,000. 


The city invited all the municipal bond dealers to 


submit proposals on the financing of this and have receiv- 
ed an offer to finance this at 4.25% interest, including 
the cost of preparing bonds, legal opinions, etc. In order 
to sell the bonds, it is necessary that a service charge be 
established which will provide adequate funds to pay the 
principal and interest. It is estimated that the proposed 
rates will retire the indebtedness within 10 years. 


The rate schedule proposed by the Board of City Di- 


rectors is the same as the existing sewer rates except that 
a residential user will pay a minimum of $1.25 per month, 
and the commercial user will pay a monthly charge of 
$1.50. These rates will provide sufficient revenue to meet 
the financing requirements. It was decided that this would 
be the most equitable way of financing the cost of re- 
placing these sewer trunk lines. 


The public is invited to offer any suggestions and are 


urged to attend the hearing and get all the information 
on the problem and the planning that has gone into this 
program, much of which is too detailed and lengthy to be 
included in any type of notice. The engineering firm 
and members of the Water Department who maintain 
the sewer system will be on hand and should be able to 
answer any questions in connection with the proposed 
project.

NEW YORK (AP)—Dr. Robert 


A. 
Soblen—already doomed 
by 


blood cancer has been convicted 
on a spy charge that could bring 
a death chair sentence. 


But the judge who presided at 


his trial plans to send the 61- 
year-old psychiatrist to some in- 
stitution that "is able to afford 
humane and decent medical fa- 
cilities." 


"Justice must be just,' says 


Federal Judge William B. Her- 
lands. 


The 
judge 
directed 
medical 


specialists to recomemnd to him 
today where to send Soblen. 


The psychiatrist closed his eyes 


and turned chalky-white as the 
jury found him guilty Thursday 
of spying for the Soviet Union 
during World War II. 


He 
writhed on the 
reclining 


chair he had used much of the 
time during his four-week trial. 


Soblen, who had taken pills fre- 


quently 
during 
the 
trial 
and 


sucked on ice cubes, did not take 
the witness stand to defend him- 
self. 


Doctors testified for the defense 


that he has lymphatic leukemia 
and has less than a year to live. 


A key witness against Soblen 


was his brother, Jack Soble, 57, 
who was sent to prison for 7Ji 
years in 1957 for espionage. The 
brother, who spells his name dif- 
ferently, pleaded guilty to head- 
ing an espionage ring that was 
closely connected with Soviet em- 
bassies in many countries. The 
brothers, born in Lithuania, came 
to this country in 1941 and be- 
came United States citizens in 
1947. 


Soblen, accused 
of being a

ring, was arrested last Nov. 29. 
He was employed at the tmie as 
supervising psychiatrist at Rock- 
land State Hospital at Oranged 
burg, N. Y.

Rusk Has Yet 
to Prove His

WASHINGTON (APi-The one 


thing above all others which dis- 
tinguishes Secretary of State Dean 
Kusk from his famous predeces- 
sor, John Foster Dulles, is his 
qtiiel, almost academic, tone. 


II is to soon to even guess at 


whether Husk will 
be a success- 


ful secrolary because so far he 


j has (raveled pretty much within 
'the shadow of President Kenccly, 


letting him make the tough state- 
ments, and the big ones. 


It also is too soon to know 


whether this is the way Rusk pre- 
fers to operate or whether Ken- 
nedy requires it. But what's true 
of Husk so far has been true of 
all of Kennedy's cabinet officers. 
The President does the main talk- 
ing. 


From the very beginning Dulles 


asserted himself in positive, and 
even belligerent, tones. In this he 
apparcnlly had the full approval 
and confidence of President Ei- 
senhower. Dulles was foreign pol- 
icy. 


He was 
in office only seven 


days when, on Jan. 27, 1953, he 
made a nationwide TV talk which 
was flamboyant, harsh and in a 
very 
real 
.sense 
undiplomatic. 


These qualities showed up repeat- 
edly for the rest of his time in 
office. 


They seemed not so much a re- 


flection of his personality as the 
expression of a clearly" thought- 
out philosophy in running foreign 
affairs. 


Dulles made headlines in his 


time with far-fetched statements 
—like "massive retaliation" and 
skidding around the brink of war. 
But after watching the present 
secretary for almost six months 
this writer can't think of a single 
Rusk statement [hat has become 
identified with his name. . 


Rusk provided a pretty god in- 


sight into his day-by-day conduct 
with the statement he made this 
wek before an audience in the 
National Press Club. 


It was, pretty much, typical of 


all his statements so far. 


He chastised 
the Communist 


world for keeping the trouble pot 
boiling and then spent the rest of 
his time i a calm analysis of 
why the Red and the Western 
world were in the pot. I l was 
intelligent, 
well-organized, and 


detached. 


But it may be along time be- 


fore 
any 
deeper 
insights into 


Rusk—either on his toughness or 
| his time in a calm analysis 
of

Few Facts of 
Life Around 
Arkansas

A lot of Arl<ansans make music. 


And at least two mnke instru- 
ments others make music on. 


Both Dcwcy II. Whisenhunt of 


Rogers and Robert E. Graham of 
Green Forest are craftsmen who 
turn out violins, an ancient art 
which has defied the trend to 
automation. 


Making a violin is still a hand 


skill in most cases. 


Both men begin with first quali- 


ty wood, usually imported 
from 


Europe. 
Whisenhunt works with 


hard maple and European pine 
from Switzerland and Germany's 
Black Forest. 


Whisenhunt buys his wood in 


blocks and works it down to the 
required size himself. 


Both men played the violin for 


years .before they began making 
instru m e n t s. Whisenhunt, 51, 
.studied and repaired violins for 
years before he began making 
them at the age of 43. Graham, 
an orchestra 
violinist for years, 


didn't take up the art seriously 
until after an attack of arthritis 
about five years ago. He's in his 
70s now and make his first violin 
in 1951. 


"Testing the instruments is my 


biggest problem," Graham says, 
"There 
aren't 
many 
violinists 


around here and it's impossible 
for 
me to" pull the bow any 


more." 


He still hand makes each piece 


of a violin, though, and, recently 
has turned to creating miniature 
instruments about eight 
inches 


long by five inches wide. 


Those little ones are not toys— 


they arc musical instruments on 
a smaller scale. They sell for 
about $15, a fraction of the price 
of a full-sized violin. 


Graham works on several in- 


struments at a lime to speed his 
production. It takes him a month 
to apply the five coats of finish- 
ing 
varnish. 
Whisenhunt uses 


from seven to 20 coats of a var- 
nish he mixes himself. He uses 
tools like those used by the old 
master violin makers. 


Whisenhunt 
once 
repaired 
a 


Stradivarius, a creation of the 
famed Itanlian violin - makers, 
valued at $25,000. His own per- 
sonal favorite of the instruments 
he owns is a Guarnerius, also a 
famous Italian make. 


Whisenhunl's work pace is slow- 


er than Graham's. He spends up 
to two years on one instrument, 
but works only in between repair 
jobs while Graham devotes eight 
hours a day to the task. 


Whisenhunt 
owns 
one violin 


that is more than 200 years old. 
"A man swapped it to me for one 
of my own violins," he recalls. 
Another old violin he found in 
Washington state. It has a date of 
1746. 


There is something about the 


creation of the instrument which 
attracts both men. "I don't know 
of a trade that is as fascinating 
as violin-making," says Whisen: 
hunt. "And there is none other 
today in which you get to work 
with as good wood as I do." 


Graham says making violins is 


all he can dt now in the field of 
music because of his disease. 


"I love every one of them," he 


adds. "Each one 1 make becomes 
a personal thing."

The suspension of the 211-year- 


old Liston resulted from two re- 
cent arrests in Philadelphia — 
One 
for 
lounging on a corner 


when told by police to move and 
the other a month later on vari- 
ous charges including impersonat- 
ing an offcicr while allegedly forc- 
ing a woman to stop her car in 
a lonely park section. 


Liston was released by magi- 


strates after both arrests but the 
State 
Athletic 
Commission or- 


dered him to show cause why his 
boxing license should not be sus- 
pended. 


Liston. 
an 
ex-convict, served 


two terms in prison in Missouri. 


Since Pennsylvania is a mem- 


ber of the National Boxing Asso- 
ciation. His suspension undoubted- 
ly will be honored in the NBA's 
•ill-slate jurisdiction. Only Massa- 
chusetts and New York and the 
European continent do not rccog- 
ni/.e NBA actions.
